Hig h School stu dent was ex pelled from 
school Tu esday by the Sedalia school board 
in connection with the alleg ed sale or 
possession of dru g s at the hig h school 
recently . 
The rev elation of the dru g incident came 
from Mrs. Alberta Clax ton, 3 6 8 West 
Saline, who told The Democrat-Capital that 
her dau g hter was ex pelled from school for 
arg u ing with a facu lty member. She said 
she attended the board meeting and when 
she left saw the boy inv olv ed In the dru g 
incident. 
“They kicked my dau g hter ou t of school 
for bu cking a lu nch line at the school and 
say ing damn’ to a teacher,M Mrs Clax ton 
said. Her dau g hter, Cheri, is 15. 
Mrs 
Clax ton said she met a 
Tong - 
haired“ y ou th in the hall ou tside the board 
room after the decision on her dau g hter 
had been annou nced. 
“ I asked him what trou ble he had g otten 
into and what they did to him. He said that 
he had been pu shing dru g s to stu dents at 
the hig h school. Then he ju st stood there 
and was lau g hing abou t it," she said, She 
added that she did not know the y ou th. 
According to Mrs Clax ton, the boy had 
also told her that he wou ld be permitted to 
g o back to school nex t September. 
My 
dau g hter talks back to a teacher and she 
can’t g o back at all,’ she said, 
According to Mrs Clax ton, the g irl was 
su spended last y ear after she apparently 
arg u ed with a home economics teacher 
Dr T J Norris, su perintendent of schools, 
confirmed the report that the g irl had been 
permanently ex pelled 
Based on the conv ersation with the 
y ou th, Mrs Clax ton said she learned he 
had been cau g ht with the dru g s on his 
person by the school principal after a g irl at 
the school tnirl tu rned him in 
Norris also confirmed the ex pu lsion of 
the other y ou th, bu t wild the board wou ld 
rev iew his caw* nex t y ear shou ld the boy 
apply for entry to the school Norris said he 
did not know Ihe details of the case and 
that he was not at liberty to div u lg e the 
hoy 's identity 
There i« dru g pu shing g oiilg on ev ery 
day at that hig h *rhonl ami at a local 
lestau ranl and nobody doe* any thing almu t 
it 
Mr* i ’lastu n claimed 


Whether or not the boy is permitted to 
g et back into school, Mrs. Clax ton said she 
planned to file a complaint on the matter to 
the NAACP in Kansas City “My kids need 
their edu cation and there is no reason they 
can’t hav e it when a dru g -u ser or dru g - 
pu sher can," she conclu ded. 


Smith-Cotton Principal Earl Finley was 
relu ctant to discu ss the incident. “This 
whole su bject g ets into a technically leg al 
area where criminal charg es mig ht be 
inv olv ed and most certainly It wou ld be a 
ju v enile case any way ,” he said. Finley 
wou ld not say if, when or where any dru g - 
inv olv ed ex pu lsion did occu r, or the natu re 
of the dru g s Inv olv ed. 


Police Chief William Miller said there 
hav e been ru mors abou t dru g u se at Smith- 
Cotton for sev eral y ears. He said the 
ru mors g enerally centered arou nd the u se 
of mariju ana, not hard narcotics. Miller 
said that 
the police department has 
Inv estig ated two or three reports of dru g 
u se on the g rou nds of the hig h school, bu t 
no definite leads cou ld be tu rned u p. 


“If we had fou nd solid ev idence of dru g s 
being u sed by stu dents, arrests wou ld hav e 
been made," Miller said. He added he had 
not been informed abou t the dru g incident 
at the hig h school, bu t indicated many of 
these cases inv olv ing y ou ths g o directly to 
the ju v enile officer

Dear Dr. Lamb — In your 
column, 
you 
talked

nitrc^lycerin tablets, uses and 
cautions. You stated that it 
should not be taken if a heart 
attack is coming on because it 
then could cause shock and 
death. 
A month ago, my father died 
of a heart attack. Written on the 
certificate 
was 
myocardcial 
infraction as the cause of death. 
My father started feeling 
poorly on Thursday evening and 
between that night and Friday 
night when he died, he took 
four nitri^lycerin tablets. 
He had b^n taking them for 
a few years, especially for 
walking. But he ran out and 
called 
his 
doctor and 
she 
prescribed them over the phone 
that night. 
Needless to say, I am very 
upset and realize that those four 
pills most likely killed him. He 
might have survived tfie heart 
attack as he had previously. But 
certainly not after four pills. 


My question is how do 1 find 
out more about this and do you 
advise 
me 
questioning 
his 
doctor for incompetencv? 


I realize I am asking you a 
delicate question concerning a 
fellow doctor but 1 believe there

doctor 
probably

from your letter he had been 
having angina (chest pains) for 
several years and had been able 
to prevent pain when walking 
and probably relieve pain by 
taking 
nitroglycerin 
tablets 
This 
is

different 
situation than if he had not been 
having trouble for months or 
years and then developed chest 
pain. 
Since he had been taking 
nitroglycerin 
regularly, 
your 
father’s doctor quite properly 
prescribed 
a 
refill 
of 
his 
prescription. Now four nitro­ 
glycerin tablets over a 24- 
hour period is not an unusually 
large dose. 
It is doubtful if anything 
could have been done that 
would have prevented the loss 
of your father — since he

heart disease of long duration if

“Somewhere, sometime and 
someplace we must debunk the 
sacred cow of the gross national 
product and insist on a human, 
liv able world — a quality life.” 
In another major talk of the 
opening session, Roland C. Cle­ 
ment of the National Audubon 
Society said it is the responsi­ 
bility of the professional wild- 
Ute manager to clean up the 
sport of hunting, to eliminate 
the game hog and the v iolator.

smaller companies are badly 
ex posed, with neither the insur­ 
ance or the capability of sur­ 
v iv ing a recall 
Such companies are facing 
growing risks and may be ev en 
bankruptcy as their prmlucts 
encounter gov ernment and cus­ 
tomer v igilance against items 
considertnl to be health or safe­ 
ty hazards 
The federal Food and Drug 
Administration alone ordered 
the recall of more than 1,400 
products last y ear, up more 
than 500 from a y ear earlier 
The list included 36 5 foods. 9 27 
drugs. 9 0 dev ices, and 44 cos­ 
metics 
Despite this, only a tiny per­ 
centage 
of 
companies 
hav e 
bothered to buy recall insur­ 
ance In the entire country it is 
estimated that only about 200 
companies hav e such cov erage, 
despite 
its av ailability since 
19 6 6 
Industry officials claim the 
unpopularity of the insurance 
can't be traced to any reluc- 


tani'c to pubhcize on their part, 
but a random cheek of sev eral 
companies rev ealed consnler- 
able ignorance of such policies 
Some manufacturers appar­ 
ently believ e their standard lia­ 
bility policies offer protection, 
which they do not. Such policies 
protect against claims of injury 
or damage but to not prov ide 
cov erage for recalls 
Recall 
insurance pay s the 
cost of notify ing distributors 
and consumers to discontinue 
using a product as well as the 
actual withdrawal cost 
Also included are costs of sta­ 
tionery . postage, telephone and 
telegraph, adv ertisements, em­ 
ploy e 
ov ertime and 
outside 
hir^ help and the costs of un­ 
usual disposal problems, such 
as might be inv olv ed in dis­ 
posing of aerosol can 
To qualify for the insurance, 
which is av ailable to prac­ 
tically 
any 
manufacturer, 
a 
company usually is required to 
present a plan of withdrawal, 
according to the Insurance In­ 
formation Institute. 
Ty pically , a policy requires 
that the insured pay at least 
the first |1 .000 in costs and then 
participate to some ex tent- 10 
per cent or 20 per cent—in ex ­ 
penses abov e that figure 
Because of the scanty ex ­ 
perience with the insurance, 
rates so far are not standard­ 
ized hut depend heav ily on the 
assessment of the indiv idual 
applicants.

Where in the world would 
I go?” Williams said Monday. 
He is national program coor­ 
dinator for the civil rights or­ 
ganization founded 14 years ago 
by the late Dr. Martin Luther 
King Jr. 
In the meantime, the SCLC’s 
executive committee was sum­ 
moned to a meeting here to dis­ 


cuss 
Jackson's 
resignation, 
which is effective Friday 
Jackson's resignation, and 
the resignations of 35 Chicago 
SCLC board members, reached 
here Monday. Other members 
of the Operation Breadbasket 
staff also said they planned to 
leave 
While Williams said—at least 
for the record—that he was 
perplexed at Jackson’s action, 
it has been no secret that Jack­ 
son, a 30-year-old Baptist minis­ 
ter from Greenville, S.C., has 
long been at odds with the 
SCLC’s president, the Rev. 
Ralph David Abernathy. 
Abernathy, one of the original 
members of SCLC and a long­ 
time King lieutenant, assumed 


the presidency of the SCLC in 
1968 after King was assassi­ 
nated in Memphis, Tenn 
During the 1969 SCLC con­ 
vention, Jackson was promoted 
actively for the presidency, but 
Abernathy won handily. By 
most accounts, the Jackson 
wing of the SCLC chafed at the 
outcome.

ket-founded by King in 1966 to 
help blacks find jobs and estab­ 
lish their own businesses—to a 
standing as one of the most 
successful of the SCLC pro­ 
grams.

Karly this month, the SCLC’s

cipline.” Jackson said in re­ 
signing that he could not stay 
away from the civil rights 
movement for 60 days 


While admitting to problems 
within the SCLC, Williams said 
the organization will withstand 
easily the departure of Jack­ 
son. 
"If we weathered the loss of 
Dr King, we can take the loss 
of anyone else," Williams said

Despite Sen 
Ted Kennedy’s strong 
showing in the presidential polls, the 
nation’s No 
1 oddsmaker believes he 
would make a poorer showing against 
Nixon than would Muskie. Sen Hubert 
Humphrey or Sen Henry Jackson 


Jimmy gives the President a 2-to-l edge 
over either Humphrey or Jackson, but a 
slightly

5-to-2 
advantage over 
Kennedy 
This surprising assessment is based, in 
part, on Jimmy’s private poll of 700 women 
between the ages of 30 and 50. His staff 
asked them only one question; “ Would you 
trust Sen Ted Kennedy*’” A significant 59 
per cent responded in the negative 


While others look to such eminent 
pollsters as George Gallup and Louis 
Harris for the presidential standings, we

ribly illustrate how ef 
fective it has become to 
“ hate” the “ rightCoun 
try and back the right 
('romley 
nation in order to win 
friends and gam power in South Asia, 
the Middle East and Africa 


If India triumphs, the consensus here is 
that it will become the dominant state in 


South Asia 'I’he Soviet Union, as India’s 
sponsor and friend, will come into new 
influence and prestige throughout the 
region 
At the same time Peking, as 
Pakistan s patron, will gam a base for 
expanding its own activities 


Reports indicate the United States is 
losing the fruuidship of India bc'cause this 
countiT Is not willing to vigorously “ hate” 
Pakistan and back India in the war 


Instead the Uniteii States shut off arms 
to India as well as Pakistan 'I’o make 
matters worse the United States brought 
the rnattíT to ttie United Nations after New 
Delhi had warned bluntly against such 
untnendliness 


'I'he Soviet Union, by contrast, was 
willing to condemn Pakistan unmercifully 
.Moscow was willing to back India with 
arms and fight Delhi’s case all-out in the 
United .Nations 


Analysts say the United«^ -.States is al.so 
losing ttie friendship, trust and respect of 


Pakistan becau.se this country is not willing 
to “ hate” India Our chief sm was that in 
the India-Pakistan war of 1965-66 we also 
shut off arms shipments 


Peking stepped m six years ago. as it is 
doing now. with arms for use against the 
Indians 


As one prominent Pakistani told this 
reporter sometime back on a plane trip to

not you. are our real friends ”

Kxtreme 
environmentalists 
who discrtnlit scienc*e and advo­ 
cate a back to nature move­ 
ment 
demand 
the 
dis­ 
continuation of the use of chem­ 
ical i-ompounds—even though 
they are absolutely essential 
for protecting man against dis­ 
eases. and for restoring fertility 
to the worn out soil so man can 
produce his hxxt. and protect 
his crops against the ravages of 
weeds, diseases and insects. 
They give the impression that 
they are either naive or. even 
worse, more concerned about 
preserving the beauties of na­ 
ture ami wildlife and the envi­ 
ronment in general, than thev 
are concerned about the well­ 
being of their fellow man. espe­ 
cially if he is a member of the 
developing world 
If the high-yielding dwarf 
wheat and rice varieties were 
the catalysts that ignited the 
■■(Ireen Revolution.” then 
chemical fertilizer was the fuel 
that has powered its forward 
thrust 
The responsiveness of the 
high-yieldiirg 
varieties 
has 
greatlv increased fertilizer con­ 
sumption 
'The new varieties 
not only respond to much heav­ 
ier dosiiges of fertilizer than 
the old ones but are also much 
more efficient in its use. 
'The old tall-strawed varieties 
would produce only 10 kilos cd 
additional grain for each kilo of 
nitrogen applied, while the new 
varieties can produce 20 to 25 
kilos or more of additional 
grain per kilo of nitrogen ap­ 
plied 
Consumption of nitrogen fer­ 
tilizer in India has increased 
from 58,000 metric tons of nu­ 
trients in 1950-51 to 538.000 and 
1.2 million metric tons in 1964- 
65 and 1969-70 crop cycles, re­ 
spectively, and about 60 per 
cent of this amount was pro­ 
duced domestically. Phosphate 
consumption is approximately 
half that of nitrogen. 
A large part of the fertilizer 
currently being used is for 
wheat 
The 
targeted 
con­ 
sumption and domestic produc­ 
tion needs of nitrogen for 1973- 
74 are three million and 2.5 mil­ 
lion metric tons, respecbvely— 
a fantastic three-fold increase 
in consumption and a five-fold 
increase in production. 


These fertilizer targets must 
be attained if the targeted pro­ 
duction of 129 million metric 
tons of cereal is to be real- 
izeil 


First, I assure you that 1, too, 
am concerned about the dete­ 
rioration of the environment. 
But I am even more apprehen­ 
sive about the impubive emo­ 
tional myopic tactics that are 


being advocated by some envi­ 
ronmentalists to correct this 
deterioration. 
I dislike fighting my way 
through industrial smog, au­ 
tomotive smog and traffic jams 
each morning and evening. 1 
dislike the noise and crowding 
of the large cities Nor do I eiv 
joy the ugliness of mountainous 
Junk heaps and garbage piles. I 
have always enjoyed canoeing 
and boating, but not in rivers 
and lakes laden with stinking 
city 
sewage 
and 
industrial 
wastes 
Nor do I approve of farmers, 
ranchers, timbermen. foresters 
or urban gardeners using agri­ 
cultural chemicals carelessly. 
I am equally interested in the 
welfare of the food producer 
and the food consumer. I am 
especially concerned about the 
fo^ production problems and 
health problems of the devel­ 
oping nations... 
TT» scare tactics used by the 
Environmental Defense Fund, 
based on bits of unsubstan­ 
tiated scientific data, question­ 
able ethics, emotion and orato­ 
ry. have been used verv effer^ 
tively for raising funds and gain­ 
ing support for their battle 
against DDT... 
One of their advertisements 
in the New York Times, on 
Sunday March 29. 1971, head- 
Uned is Mother s Milk Fit for 
Human Consumption?" was es­ 
pecially effective. It stated that 
DDT had been found in moth­ 
er's milk. 
No mention was made of the 
fact it was present at very low 
levels. Of course no mention 
was made of the fact that caf- 
fein, nicotine or alcohol in 
small quantities might also be 
present in mother's milk when 
she drinks coffee, smokes ciga­ 
rettes or drinks cocktails. Nev­ 
ertheless, the report of detec­ 
tion of DDT in mother's milk 
pro vo ked indignation and 
brought in much financial sup­ 
port. 
Previously, both the Environ­ 
mental Defense Fund and the 
National Audubon Society had 
stated that DDT causes cancer, 
even though the surgeon gener­ 
al of the U.& PubUc Health 
Service has stated: "W e have 
no information on which to in­ 
dict DDT as a tumorigen or 
carcinogen for man and. on the 
basis of the information now 
available. I cannot therefore 
conclude that DDT represents 
an imminent health hazard." 
Some day it may be possible 
to use alternate nonchemical 
methods to control many of the 
insects responsible for t^ most 
severe crop and animal losses, 
but that day, if ever attainable, 
lies far in the future. 
Today, however, conventional 
insecticides are needed to con­ 
trol 80 to 90 per cent of the in­ 
sect problems affecting agricul­ 
ture and public health. 
Meanwhile, research to find 
new techniques and methods 
must be strengthened. Present 
control programs must be de­ 
signed to take advantage of the 
best materials and techniques 
available so as to reduce losses 
to an acceptable level... 
The environmentalists would 
now like to have a legislative 


bah placed on DTT so as to 
prohibit It lor any use in the 
USA Almost certainly as soon 
as this Is achieved, these or­ 
ganizations will begin a world­ 
wide propaganda barrage to 
have it banned everywhere in 
the world. 
This must not be permitted to 
happen, until an even more ef­ 
fective and safer insecticide Is 
available, for no chemical has 
ever done as much as DDT to 
improve the health, economic 
and 
social benefits of 
the 
people of the developing na­ 
tions 
The safety record of DDT to 
man is truly remarkable At 
the height of its production. 
400.000 tons a year were used 
for agriculture, forestry, public 
health, etc Yet in spite of pro­ 
longed exposure by hundreds of 
millions of people, and the 
heavy occupational exposure of 
considerable numbers, the only 
confirmed cases of injury have 
been the results of massive ac- 
cidmtal or suicidal swallowing 
of DDT. There is no evidence in 
man that DDT is causing can­ 
cer or genetic change 
Although more than 1.400 
chemicals have been tested by 
the World Health Organization 
for use in malaria campaigns, 
only two have shown promise. 


and both of these are far inferi­ 
or to DDT 
Despite the wild rhetoric of 
the environmentalists about the 
DDT pollution of the world. Its 
getting into the food chain and 
causing untold damage to both 
human and wild life, as more 
and more scientific evidence 
accumulates. 
the 
charges 
against DDT become less and 
less convincing 
If the use of pesticides in the 
USA were to be completely 
banned, crop losses would pn^ 
ably soiir to 50 per cent, and 
food prices would increase four- 
to five fold Who then would 
provide for the food needs of 
the low im'ome groups'’ Cer­ 
tainly not the privileged envi­ 
ronmentalists 
I repeat what I have said 
many times before: Without 
thinking, conservationists and 
environmentalists both in and 
out of government and only 
partially informed people In the 
communications media have 
embarked on a crusade de­ 
signed to end the use of agri­ 
cultural chemicals, such as pes­ 
ticides and fertilizers. They 
give no thought to the end re­ 
sult of such action: the even­ 
tual starvation and political 
chaos that will plague the 
world....
